Northwestern  State  College's 
building  program,  already  taking 
great  strides,  was  further  stimu- 
lated recently  when  Congress- 
man Speedy  O.  Long  notified 
President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
■f  a  $666,600  grant  by  the  Office 
i)f  Education  of  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
farp  for  ("onstruction  of  a  teacher 
education  center. 

Funds  were  granted  under  the 
Higher  Education  Facilities  Act 
of   1963. 

The  planned  teacher  education 
center  will  cost  approximately 
$2,000,000.  The  Federal  grant  will 
supplement  $500,000  from  State 
funds  and  the  remainder  will  be 
financed  through  revenue  pro- 
ducing  bonds. 

President  Kilpatrick  an- 
nounced that  in  the  planning 
stage  at  the  college  were  two 
additional  buildings,  a  $1.8  mil- 
lion Life-Science  building  to  re- 
place Guardia  Hall,  destroyed  by 
fire  in  February,  and  a  $1.2  mil- 
lion women's  gymnasium. 

Under  construction  presently 
is  the  $3.2  million  Arts  and  Sci 
ences  building,  a  gigantic  four- 
story  structure  which  will  pro- 
vide 242  useable  rooms,  includ- 
ing classrooms,  laboratories  and 
administrative  offices.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  new  building, 
when  completed,  will  provide 
classroom  space  two-fifths  as 
great  as  all  of  the  space  current- 
ly available. 

Ancient  Caldwell  Hall,  con- 
structed in  190C,  ha:,  been  under- 
going extensive  renovation,  in- 
cluding air  conditioning.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  can  be  re-opened 
in  the  fall  of  1967. 

Opened  to  students  during  the 
fall  semester  of  the  current  col- 
lege year  were  a  men's  dormi- 
tory, a  women's  dormitory,  a  din- 
ing hall,  and  the  Student  Union. 

With  the  completion  of  the 
new  Arts  and  Sciences  building, 
the  traditional  center  of  activity 
on  campus  will  move  from  the 
familiar  quadrangle  once  formed 
by  Guardia  Hall,  Russell  Libra- 
ry, Caldwell  Hall  and  Warren 
Easton  Hall  to  the  west  side  of 
the  campus  and  an  area  includ- 
ing the  Union,  the  Ai'ts  and 
Sciences  building,  and  the  dorm- 
itories and  dining  halls. 

Older    dormitories     and     other 
structures    are    expected    to     be 
utilized    for    other    purposes     as

Approve  Grants  For 
Dietetics,  Med  Tech 

The  first  of  three  Federal  Al- 
lied Health  Professions  Basic  Im- 
provement grants  for  medical 
technology  and  dietetics  pro- 
grams at  Northwestern  has  been 
received,  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  President  Arnold 
R.  Kilpatrick. 

The  division  of  Public  Health 
Service  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
has  notified  the  college  of  an 
immediate  basic  improvement 
grant  of  $8,738,  to  be  followed  in 
subsequent  years  by  additional 
grants  of  $24,500  and  $34,000. 

Northwestern  will  utilize  the 
funds  to  improve  instruction  and 
to  purchase  needed  equipment 
and  supplies  for  programs  in 
medical  technology  and  dietetics. 
In  addition,  a  planned  program 
of  recruitment  of  students  in 
these  areas  will  be  initiated. 

Faculty  members  assisting  in 
preparation  of  the  program  were: 
Miss  Betty  V.  Johnson,  associate 
professor  of  home  economics;  Dr. 
J.  L.  W.  Jackson,  assistant  pro- 
fessor  of  microbiology;  Dr. 
Dwayne  N.  Kruse,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  biological  sciences;  and 
Dr.  James  L.  Rhoades,  associate 
professor  of  chemistry.

Meet  Is  Held  at 
Prather  Coliseum 


Demons  Win  First 
GSC  Baseball  Title 

Northwestern  won  its  first  out- 
right baseball  championship  in 
the  19-year  history  of  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  this  season  by 
rolling  up  a  16-8  record  in  league 
competition. 

Finishing  23-11  overall,  the 
Demons  went  into  the  throne 
room  for  the  first  time  since 
1957,  when  Northwestern  tied  for 
the  title.  A  Northwestern  team 
had  never  taken  sole  possession 
of  the  crown  since  the  league 
was  formed  in  1948. 

The  Demons  wrapped  up  the 
title  the  last  day  of  the  season 
with  a  hard-fought  3-2  victory 
over  McNeese  at  Natchitoches. 
Going  into  the  final  doublehead- 
er,  NSC  could  have  lost  to  Mc- 
Neese for  the  championship  by 
dropping  both  games,  but  one 
victory  assured  the  Demons  of 
the  title. 

Northwestern  dominated  the 
league  for  most  the  season,  win- 
ning all  four  of  its  clashes  with 
Louisiana  Tech  and  taking  four 
more  from  Southeastern.

F  1  v  e  Northwestern  baseball 
players  have  been  named  to  the 
Coaches  All-Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence team,  and  Demon  mentor 
Jack  Clayton  was  chosen  as  the 
baseball  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Selected  to  All-GSC  berths 
were  third  baseman  Danny  Bob 
Turner,  first  baseman  Harry  Wil- 
more,  catcher  Don  Calvert,  out- 
fielder Mike  Herron  and  pitcher 
Gary  Johnson. 

The  team  was  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  baseball 
coaches  at  the  GSC  Meeting  in 
Monroe. 

Turner  led  the  league  in  bat- 
ting with  a  .411  average.
